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language and in letters of sufficient size to be visible
from all parts of the room, the words ‘‘skim cheese sold
here.”’

Any person or firm violating any of the provisions of
this section shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,
and upon conviction shall be subject to a fine of notless
than twenty-five (25) dollars nor more than one hun-
dred (100) dollars, or to imprisonment for not less than
thirty (30) nor more than ninety (90) days for each
offense.

Provided, that nothing contained in this section shall
be deemed to conflict with section six (6) of said chap-
ter two hundred and forty-seven (247).

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

An act to prescribe the bounds of senatorial and rep-
resentative districts, and to apportion anew the sena-
tors and representatives among the several districts,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Minne-
sota:

That for the next legislature and there-
after until a new apportionment shall have been made,
the senate of this state shall be composed of sixty-three
(63) members and the house of representatives shall be
composed of one hundred and nineteen (119) members.

Sec. 2. That the representation in the senate and
house of representatives be apportioned thronghout the
state in sixty-three (63) senatorial and representative
districts, to-wit:
